HAT THE world is undergoing today 

is, more than anything else, a change 

in the economy of its thinking. Al- 
most overnight man is being aroused out of his 
somnolent, self-satisfied ways and precipitated into 
a stepped-up tempo of living, working, earning, 
spending; and a metamorphosis is taking place in 
his thinking and in his spiritual understanding. 

Great changes are taking place in the industrial 
life of cities and communities. Almost overnight 
long-established businesses are being closed down, 
and new ones are being born. Men who have for 
years devoted themselves to one line of effort and 
expression are suddenly faced with the necessity 
—and the opportunity—of discovering new tal- 
ents, new outlets for the expression of their abili- 
ties. Those who are alert and nonresistant to outer 
developments, those who are unperturbed and 
confident and positive in consciousness, swing into 
the change without difficulty or regret. 

The ability to cope with present-day demands

Re- 
gardless of what takes place in the world around 
us, we can be sure of one thing, and that is that 
God's good is ever available to us.

Resistance to this outpouring of good is often 
set up by our own attitude of fear, willfullness, 
selfishness, stubbornness, resentment, and the like. 
The overcoming of these un-Christlike states of 
consciousness removes resistance to the good and 
opens the way for the blessings of the Father to 
be made manifest. Too many times we are so de- 
termined to go in a certain direction, so set in our 
desire to have certain things or to cling to what 
we have, that we completely close the door to new 
and better conditions and experiences. 

Life is a process of continual change and de- 
velopment and growth. If we are to progress and 
keep step with the forward movement of life, we 
must be flexible enough in mind and heart and 
consciousness to accept changes when they come. 
And they will come; we can be very sure of that. 
We would not have it otherwise. Not one of us 
wants to stand still, to stagnate, to become crys- 
tallized in one place, in one line of thinking, in 
one pattern of living. 








Do not let anyone tell you that this is a hope- 
less time of restriction and curtailment and de- 
struction. This is a revolutionary time, a time of 
awakening and reconstruction upon a new and 
firmer and better foundation than ever before. 

If you are one who is directly affected by 
some change that is taking place in outer affairs, 
be thankful for the opportunity you now have of 
entering into new blessings, of letting go if need 
be of old things, even those things which seem to 
you to be very good and dear and much to be de- 
sired. Better things are at hand for you. Never 
doubt it. Accept it! Never a door to one form of 
good closes but another, a better, will open. Do 
not waste a moment in regret or discouragement 
or resignation to an evil lot, but devote every mo- 
ment to discovering your new blessings, the new 
opportunities, the new joys and attainments that 
are before you. 

Many of you are saying, “Oh, if the peace 
would only hurry and come so that we can go 
back to our old way of life, our good, comfort- 
able, easy, pleasant old way of life.” There will 
be no going back. We would not go back if we 
could. The old way of life was good while it 
lasted, and we are grateful for every blessing it 
brought, grateful for its rich experiences and the 
preparation it gave us for this present moment 
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and the next to come. Beyond that we dismiss it 
and let it go. 

This is a time of change, of readjustment. Wel- 
come it. Profit by it. Make it yield you an abun- 
dant harvest. You can do it if you will. You can 
determine whether you are to be a victim of cir- 
cumstances, or a triumphant, happy, successful 
individual. No matter how drastic may seem the 
change in your life} in your occupation, in your 
place or mode of living, in your surroundings or 
associates or activities or anything that concerns 
you, good is in it for you if you know how to look 
for it and accept it and make it your own. 

During this time of readjustment and revalua- 
tion and reconstruction we need to know con- 
stantly that God is at hand and that good is at 
work in our life and affairs. No matter how dis- 
tasteful or undesirable or wrong a person or a 
situation may appear to be, there is good present 
that is capable of being drawn forth into a rich 
blessing. But we cannot see this good if we stub- 
bornly refuse to do so, if we blind ourself to it 
by anger, obstinacy, condemnation, stiff-necked 
resistance, or rebellion.
